NoTWiTMSTANDixu the fact that it has bemi 
well known for the last fortnight that a 
vacancy would occur in the office of Mayor 
for this town, ami that the vacancy has 
actually occurred, we have as yet no cer- 
tain knowledge of a candidate lieing forth- 
coming for the honour of the office. Ac- 
customed, as we hitherto have been, to err 
rather in an excess of political enthusiasm 
than otherwise, this lethargy is somewhat 
startling, and betokens a change which is 
Dot altogether satisfactory. We have not 
surely become utterly indifferent to the 
question of electing our chief citizen, and 
just as surely the result is not a foregone 
conclusion. Why, then, so much indiffe- 
rence displayed in the matter 1 On Friday 
first, however, the question will be partly 
settled : on tliat day, the candidates for 
the office wilt require to be nominated. 

We do Dot agree with those people who 
profess not to cure two straws who is 
elected ; who say that, one man is as good 
as another, no matter what his past con- 
duct as a citizen may have been ; and who 
are continually decrying the honour which 
appertains to the office. These are the 
people who help in a great measure to 
deter many from looking for municipal 
honours who otherwise miglit be induced 
to take part in them with great advantage 
to themselves and the intere.sts of the 
township. They say there is no honour in 
holding the office of Mayor, for instance, 
and they do their best to make their own 
words good by continually finding fault 
with the man whom tliey have chosen. 
We cannot agree with these people, nor 
do we think the citizens as a body agree 
with them either. The office of Mayor is 
an honourable one, and it only depends 
upon tlie man himself who is elected to the 
office whether he shares in the honour 
attached to it or not. And further, if we 
rightly consider it, — and it is of importance 
that we should rightly cotisidor it, — we 
should see that the selection of our best 
man, or ono of our best men, for the office 
of Mayor, in a great measure settles the 
position which our town will take among 
others in the country. If he is a man who 
carries with him a character for manliness 
and rectitude, all the residents of the town 
will to a certain extent be credited with 
the possession of these qualities. He*will 
be treated with respect by the authoritius 
in other townshijis, and he will in a cor- 
responding degree be esteemed within our 
own boundaries. In bis dealings with the 
Government, he will be able to obtain ad- 
vantages and concessions for his own dis- 
trict in a fair and stiaightforward manner j 
and, as he would not be expected to do so, 
will not require to stoop to any mean or 
petty scheming to attain the satisfactory 
completion of hi.s pur[)oaes.

BENDIGO. 

Mr Colclough reports that the Lucknow 
Company’s tunnel still continues extremely 
hard, and no hope appears to be entertained 
of any material change until the reef is 
struck, a consummation anxiously desired by 
the shareholders, and now being expected 
at any moment. 

From the Cromwell Company, there is not 
much to report, The manager is pushing on 
the deepening of the shafts as fust as it can 
be done. There ia a good deal of Golden 
Xink stone ready for crushing, but the com- 
pany have not yet commenced too.art it down 
to the machine, It is known to he compara- 
tively poor stuff. 

The Aurora company, according to latest 
reports, have not yet commenced crushing. 

The Keliance Company is about to he re- 
gistered under the Mining Companies Act. 

OARRICK RANGE. 

The manager of the Elizabeth Company 
reports that work is being steadily prosecuted 
at the company’s mine, but there is absolutely 
nothing to record of interest to either the 
shareholders or the general public, Tiie 
next cake of gold may, however, be looked 
for in the course of a few days. 

The manager of the Heart of Oak Company 
reports that this company will commence 
crushing to-day, after the cleaning-up of the 
Star, The atone that has been got from the 
old workings is very good, but there is not 
a large quantity of it. The manager has 
struck the reef from the 50-fcet shaft. The 
stone looks solid, and the reef is well-defined ; 
but none of the stone has been tested, so it 
ia impossible to say how it may turn out. 

The Star of the East has just finished a 
three- weeks’ crushing. As the amalg,am is 
not yet retorted, it is impossible to tell the I 
exact yield ; but the manager does not expect I 
it to turn out very rich, as a large portion of \ 
it is the product of stone left in the drives 
as blocks of poor quality. As soon as the 
tunnel is in which is being driven at the low 
level, much better stone will be raised, and 
it can be worked to greater advantage than 
at present. The contractors for the tunnel 
had a hard bar of stuff to contend with for 
the last week, but they have now got through 
it, and are into softer ground, so that in a 
shoi-t time the manager expects to strike the 
the first of three leaders he has been working 
in upper levels. 

The Directors of the Star and Oak Crushing 
Company have arranged with Mr W. Menzies 
to still continvie as working manager at the 
mill. While mentioning thi.s fact, it may he 
worth while to give a summary of the results 
s>f some of the cakes, as regards the manner 
in which they were manipulated, which have 
been sent from the Star and Oak batterie.s, 
and of course passed through Mr Alenzies 
hands. Ont of seventeen cakes retorted for 
the Star and Oak companies respectively, the 
loss in melting only averaged '57 per cent. 
Two of the retniTis only exceeded 1 per cent, 
while seven of them did not exceed '4 per 
cent. Tliese seventeen cakes, by-tho-bye, 
amounted in round numbers to 2100 ounces. 

The John Bull company have arranged to 
crush from 200 to' 300 tons at Mr Logan’s 
machine. The machine will not, however, | 
■commence upon it for about a fortnight yet. | 
—The Colleen Bawn company have two men 1 
only at work. The reports from it are more t 
encouraging th.an they have been for some 
time. It would be premature, however, to 
indulge in any very hopeful remarks for some 
little time yet. — The Young Australian com- 
pany are going on quietly. The reef in their 
olaim is reported to have narrowed a little, 
but the shareholders do not think much of 
that. — The Try Again company are still driv- 
ing upon the reef. Lately, it also is reported 
to have narrowed to a thickness of nine or 
ten inches only. What is of it, however, is j 
said to be pretty good.— The tunnel in the 
Caledonian claim is being driven at what we 
may call tlie 450 feet level. It will be re- 
membered that two shafts were sunk upon 
the reef from the 200-feet levels, but the 
result was that work had to be abandoned, 
on account of a heavy in-flow' of water. The 
tunnel now being driven will remedy that. 

Carrick Ranok Water Suppiy Company. 
— The manager of this company reports that 
■work was commenced on Monday week, on the 
Nevis side of Dufier’s saddle. At present, 
about twenty men are employed at day work. 
As soon as arrangements are completed with 
the Government, {which is expected to be in 
the course of a week or two), it ia the inten- 
tion of the directors to let portions of the 
work by contract, to push it forward to the 
fii-st creek by Christmas if possible. The 
portion of the race out last summer has stood 
tlie winter frosts very well ; with some snmll 
rejiaira and a little cleaning ont here and 
there, it will be in good order to cany water 
as soon as it c;m be obtained. At present, 
there is a large quantity of snow on the 
pinge, on the upper part of the nme, which 
is likely to keep up the supply of water much 
better than for tlie last two seasons past. 
From the demand which exists at present for 
water in Bailey's gully, the deep lead, and 
other places on the low ground, good returns 
may be expected if the company can succeed 
in bringing in a portion of their water this 
summer. Tlie income so derived would 
materially assist in completing the upper por- 
tion of the race.

’PUBLIC" NOTES. 



BY VIATOR. 



The permissive clauses of the Licensing 
Bill having been apparently condemned and 
rejected, it would Bcera that this generation 
are utterly averse to being kept in the paths 
of sobriety by Act of Parliament. Tho Bri- 
tish and most of the Colonial Parliaments 
have long been trying to initiate some mea- 
sure to stem tho increasing tide of intempe- 
rance ; but, BO far, no enactment has been 
produced to meet the case, to enhance tho 
public good, or even to suit the views of any 
particular “public.” Holding tolerably broad 
views on the subject of stimulants, 1 cannot 
agi'ee with those weak-headed or weak-minded 
individuals who apparently consider “a quiet 
nip” or a “ glass of bitter” as’ synonymous 
with intoxication, and who would therefore 
incontinently close all hotels, and, at one fell 
swoop, punish the tenqjerate man and the 
‘ ‘ frightful example. ” But fortunately it has 
been discovered that the useful institution 
known as the liberty of the subject inter- 
venes, and thus, hitherto, the hydropathic 
philosophers have been worsted in the fight. 

I am inclined to think, however, that the 
deference paid to the said “liberty” by Go- 
vernments generally is too great, especially 
in the present instance. If the grog-selling 
interest is proved to he the real evil, the 
State has surely the right and would be 
justified in imposing restrictions. John 
Stuart Mill, in his Essay on Liberty, promul- 
gates this opinion, — and where could we find 
a better authority? However, apart from 
legislative interference, or that of an extreme 
sect who would “rob a poor man of his beer,” 
if the lessening of the number of public- 
houses would conduce to the decrease of in- 
temperance, there is an easy method of ac- 
complishing the feat, which could be done 
thusly. Suppose a community, we will say 
in a gold-fields town, which has passed from 
the feverish state of a new rush, and has 
settled down into steady and business like 
habits, should discover’ that the number of 
licensed houses, which was tolerated or in 
fact necessary during the bustling early diiys, 
was now in excess of its requirements : as- 
suming, of course, that such community are 
fully imbued with the ideas of Permissive 
Bill advocates, — of increased prosperity and 
a decrease of crime and poverty, Ac. , conse- . 
qiient on a diminution of the number of 
whisky mills ; on this supposition, I say, I 
would recommend the .aforesaid cojumunity 
to meet in solemn conclave, and, having de- 
cided that for the public good some of their 
Bonifaces must turn to more virtuous paths 
for their future livelihood, or seek “fresh 
fields and pastures new,” proceed to elect by 
ballot those they wish to retain as caterers 
for the public comfort and drouth, and pledge 
themselves to support these and these only. 
There is the scheme ; a little arbitrary, but 
very simple : I fancy it would fulfil the mis- 
sion of the Permissive Bill, without interfer- 
ing with the politician’s bugbear, “liberty of 
the subject.” After all, the people them- 
selves are the best judges of their own re- 
quirements, and if the number of public 
houses is as extraviigant as soma of our re- 
presentatives would make out, the above plan 
would effectually settle the matter. Vic- 
torians are, I notice, slightly ahead of ns in 
this business. I read the other day tlnat'a 
petition from a number of inhabitants of a 
certain place caused the Bench to refuse to 
grant a license for an additional pub, j so that, 
really, they appear to have a cei tain perinis- 1 
sive power in such matters. I do not know ! 
if the New Zealand Licensing Act contains j 
any such proviso ; if not, its addition would | 
be an improvement. At present, I believe 
license.s are granted on the advice and infor- 
mation of the police ; hut, you know, with- 
out intending any insinuation, as a knowing 
friend of mine remarks, the police are but 
human, and may be “ squared.” If people 
choose to partake of the numerous refreshers | 
vended under the head of alcoholic poisons, 
in common justice they ought to he allowed 
to limit the number uf their toxicologists. I 
saw an article from a philanthropic writer iii 
a contemporary, who advociites the est.iblisli- 
inent of Inebriate Retreats for tho rcelaimi- 
tion of confirmed drunkards. I think a little 
severe legislation on the subject would have 
a more salutary and less expensive ed'ect. 
Institute a Drunkard’s or Black Book in each 
police-office, and therein enter the names, ac- 
companied with a person.il description, of all 
the devotees of Bacchus who arech.irged with 
having ovemtepped the bounds of discretion. 
For the first offence, fine them say 10s. ; for 
the second, £1 ; and for the third and last 
time, £5, or three months’ imprisonmont. 
After this, it anypublic.an in the district sup- 
plied the unfortunate with liquor, fine him, 
and that there may be no excu.se, let tlie 
“Black Book” be open to the inspection of all 
licensees. Arbitrai-y again, your readers may 
exclaim ; but let me tell them that daugernus 
disorders retiuire strong remedies. Dnuht- 
less old soakers would find ways and moans 
of obtaining a “wee drar,” but it niu.st be 
admitted tlie difficulties would he enhanced, 
and possibly those, or tho shame attendant 
on discovery, might have a deterrent effect. 
From the e.arliest ages there have been, and 
probably to the end of time there will con- 
tin uo to be, lushingtons ; fordid not Byron 
write : 

Man, hiiiiig reasonable, must get drank ; 

The best of life is but intoxication, &o. 

The evil appears to be inevitable in spite of 
Father Matthew, J. B. Gough, or Mr Fox ; 
but I think if publicans made it tlieir aim to 
vend good wholesome liquors, and paid gi e,atev 
attention to respectiLhility in the conduct of 
their hovees, greater tcmperaiico might bo 
induced, and this is nil we can venture to 
hope for in this go-ahead and foveriah age, 



The First Meerschaum Pipe, 

. The following account of tho first mear- 
schauiii pipe has been published by Messrs 
Poliak and Son, pipe-manufacturers in Now 
York: — “In 1723 there lived in Posth, the 
capital of Hungary, Karl Kowates, a shoo- 
maker, whose ingeimity in cutting and carv- 
ing on wood, &o., brought him into contact 
with Count Andrassy, ancestor of the present 
Prime Minister of Austria, with whom he 
became a favourite. Tho count, on liis re- 
turn from a mission to Turkey, brought with 
him a large piece of whitish clay, which had 
been presented to him as a curiosity, on ac- 
countof its extraordinary light specific gravity. 
It struck the shoemaker that, being porous, 
it must naturally bo well adapt-ed for pipes, as , 
it would absorb the nicotine. The experi- 
ment was tried, and Karl cut a pipe for the 
count, and one for himself. But in the 
pui-suit of his trade he could not keep his 
hands clean, and many a piece of shoemaker’s 
wax became attached to the pipe. The clay, 
however,' instead of assuming a dirty ap- 
pearance, as wtis naturally to he expected, 
when Karl wiped it off, received, wherever 
the wax h.ad touched, a clear brown polish, 
instead of the dull white it previously had. 
Attributing this change in the tint to the 
proper sourae, he waxed the whole surfiice, 
and polkshing the pipe, again smoked it, and 
noticed how admirably and beautifully it 
coloured ; also, how much more sweetly the 
pipe smoked after being waxed. Karl I 
had struck the smoking philosopher’s stone ; I 
and other noblemen, hearing of the wonder- ! 
ful properties of this singular species of clay, 
imported it in considerable quantities for the 
manufacture of pipes. The natural scarcity 
of this much -esteemed article, and the great 
cost of importation, in those days of limited 
facilities for transportation, rendered its use 
exclusively confined to the richest European 
nohlenien, until 1830, when it became a more 
general article of trade. The first nieer- 
sohaum pipe made by Karl Kowates has 
been preserved in the museum of Pesth, 
which, by the wayq was the native city of 
Mr Poliak, sen.”
